Probably no national flag has under- 


gone so many vicissitude* as that of 
France, which has lately been the sub- 
ject of official consideration. It was in 
498 that Glovis first Xing of France, 
chose for his standard the cope of 
cloke, of St. Martin. St. Martin, of 
Hungarian origin, was elected bishop of 
Tours in 374 aud died about 400. The 
first saint to whom the Roman Church 
offered public veneration, he is alleged 
to have divided his cloak with a naked 
beggar at Amiens, and this being mir- 
aculously preserved, became a most 
precious relic, and in war earned 
before the monarch. The word for it 
in French being chape, the oratory in 
which it was deposited came to be called 
a chapelle and its custodian a chaplier. 
It will thus be seen that the banner of 
knights have a very appropriate resting 
place in holy fanes, as in the chapel of 
St. George, at Windsor and the cathed- 
ral of St Patrick at Dublin.

starting point of the Humboldt division 
has been repeated so often an to cause 
many to believe that wfiere there was so 
much smoke there would be some fire. 
While we hn,ve every reason to believe 
that Reno will eventually see this change, 
still it will never be made until the 
Bailroad Company can be mode to know 
that '.'there is money in it;" whetkit re- 
solves itself into a business proposition 
then it will be done. An officer high 
in the confidence of the Bailroad Com- 
pany is of the opinion that a sav- 
ing of $15,000 per month can be made 
in the making of the change. Eight or 
ten engines could' be saved, and the 
road operated just as well.

he new road just completed it is only 
hirty miles in almost a straight line 
north by west.

On the direct route via Surprise Valley. 
The route by Susanville is too circuitous 
and difficult. By reference to the map 
t will be noticed that Susnnville lies 
away to the west of the line north to 
the Dalles. From Susauville to Alturas 
the road is devious, and in W.uter is 
often completely blocked wi h snow. 
Even Alturas is too far west to be on the 
direct line. , It is to be remembered that 
the country north of us is very moun- 
tainous, and snow is often a great im- 
pediment to travel'.

She has an excellent natural road, 
always open, Summer and Winter, lead- 
ing directly to a large territory in the 
north. It is over this road that good 
mail facilities are demanded. • We do 
not wish to have our prosperity balked 
by mismanagement. If an attempt is 
made to substitute any other line oi 
communication for the one indicated, it 
will inevitably fail to fulfill the purpose 
and meet the requirements of the case. 
We may here .suy that for years the mail 
for Surprise Valley was sent round by 
Susanville, and in the Winter of 187C-6 
the people of that valley had abio'.utely 
no mail for six week's at one time, while 
travel was uninterrupted between Reno 
and Surprise on the direct route.
